1. Program Oaitent 

Some of the subjects stressed during this period included the theme 
of the growing power of the Free Tforld as exemplified by the continuing progress 
Of RATO and the fear expressed by the Soviet of this growing power by asking to 
participate in RATO, EDO progress, and the H-bomb tests. The purging or demo- 
tion of Communist leaders such as Cervenkov, Peter Gaberj etc, was also given 
prominent treatment as well as the defection of Communist diplomats and soldiers 
to the West. Among the internal topics emphasized were the complete farce of 
the Albanian Comnuniat elections, and the trial of APPLE team members in Tirana. 
The HTGIBBBY character assassination feature continued with the expose of Bexhet 
Mena candidate for the people's oomoil in QJinokaatsr and two massages to 
"fighters for freedom" were also transmitted during this period. 

2. HTGKUBBY Transmission 

HTGRUBBY continues to transmit four programs daily over two different 
frequencies simultaneously as well as two or three repetitions after each regular 
broadcast. However, a new program is pepared on alternate days only.

The personnel problem la becaning particularly acute since although

As has been reported previously we are considering extending and 
interrupting the Tirana short wave broadcasts by our own transmission. Tha 
matter remains under investigation. A full report will be eubnltted on this 
project in the near future. 
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
